Manila, Sept. 17.—Thirty-one cases 
of cholera have been reported in this 
city in all, and the death record up 
to the present time is twelve. 


A free hand has been given the 
health bureau in its campaign against 
the disease and 100 additional inspec­ 
tors were started out on a systematic 
investigation of the sanitary condi 
tions of th e'city . 
The bureau Is de­ 
voting every effort to the work of 
stamping out the plague before it 
gets a grip on the city. 
The churches 
and schools arc co-operating in this 
wrork, a general movement to check 
the spread of tho disease having been 
set afoot by the authorities, and the 
health officials declare that they ar«- 
not alarmed, but are confident that 
the city will be thoroughly cleaned up 
and tho plague situation under com 
plete control within ten days or a fort 
night. 
Another case of cholera has been 
reported on the transport Sheridan, 
which is under quarantine restrictions 
at the harbor quarantine station at 
Marivelos, and the vessel will be de­ 
tained an additional three days.

CHOLERA IN MANILA 


Death Record So Far From the 


Plague Is Twelve. 


Curtain 8:15 


Manila, Sept. 17.—Thirty-on® cases 
of cholera have been reported in this 
city in all, and the death record up 
to the present time is twelve. 
A free hand has been given the 
health bureau in its campaign against 
the disease and IOO additional inspec­ 
tors were started out on a systematic 
investigation of tho sanitary condi 
tions of the' city. 
The bureau is de­ 
voting every effort to the work of 
stamping out the plague before it 
gets a grip on the city. 
The churches 
and schools are co-operating in this 
work, a general movement to check 
the spread of tho disease having been 
set afoot by the authorities, and the 
health officials declare that they are 
not alarmed, but are confident that 
the city will be thoroughly cleaned up 
and the plague situation tinder com­ 
plete control within ten days or a fort­ 
night. 
Another case of cholera has been 
reported on the transport Sheridan, 
which is under quarantine restrictions 
at the harbor quarantine station at 
Marivelos, and the vessel will be de­ 
tained an additional three days. 
So far the cholera cases have been 
confined almost exclusively 
to the 
Filipinos.
